HISTORY OF TAYLOR HIGH SCHOOL 



The first school in Jeffersonville, Indiana for Negroes was established in the 
year of 1872 with Mr. J. H. Ballard as its principal. In the year of 1882, Mr. 
Ballard resigned and J, E. Porter succeeded him. During the year of 1882, the 
high school department was added. The first graduates of the Jeffersonville High 
school were Eliza F. Parks, Sarah Thelkins and R. F. Taylor. 

Mr. R. F. Taylor and Miss Eliza Parks were elected teachers of the elementary 
department of the Jeffersonville Colored School immediately after their graduation 
in the year 1882. 

In 1884, Mr. J. E. Porter resigned the principalship of the school and was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. W. L. Gibson who in 1886 resigned and was succeeded by one of 
the school's first graduates, Mr. R. F. Taylor. He held the position until his death 
in the year of 1926. During the early years of Mr. Taylor's principalship, a new 
school building was erected in 1891 and this school still stands as a learning 
place for the colored children of Jeffersonville. 

At the commencement exercises in the year 1924, Professor E. G. McCullum , 
superintendent of the Jeffersonville City School, realizing the long and efficient 
service rendered by Mr. R. F. Taylor to the educational development of the Colored 
people of Jeffersonville, suggested that the school be named in honor of him. im- 
mediately, a group of women headed by Mrs. J. O. Oglesby drew up a program for 
this occasion and at a great homecoming of its patrons a large number of its alumni 
from various sections of the country in the summer of 1924 naired it Taylor High 
school. 

Upon the death of Mr. Taylor, its principal for a period of forty years. Mr. T. C. 
Johnson became principal of the school and held the position until the winter of 
1 c >28 when he resigned to take a teaching position in Indianapolis. He was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Joseph Biggs. 

Here Mr. Biggs held the principalship for thirteen years, until 1939 when he 
was succeeded by Mr. Corden Porter.

JUDGE MARION WINSTON GARNETT 
was born February 18, 1919, in Jeffer- 
sonville, Indiana. He is married to Jua- 
nita O. Nogest, has two children, a son 
and a daughter. 

Judge M. W. Garnett was graduated with 
honors from Taylor High School, Jeffer- 
sonville, Indiana. Subsequently, he at- 
tained the Bachelor of Philosphy Degree 
W ( Ph. B. ) University of Chicago, 1947; 

* and the Doctor of Law Degree(J.D. ) Uni- 

^ f ( versity of Chicago, 1950. 

Judge M. W. Garnett had been engaged 
in the active practice of general law in 
Chicago beginning March, 1950, having 
taken and passed the Illinois Bar Exam- 
ination before graduation from Law School. He has never been suspended, reprimanded or 
admonished as to conduct. He has appeared in nearly every Division of the Illinois Courts. 

Judge M. W. Garnett was admitted to the Supreme Court of Illinois, June 9, 1950; Federal 
District Court ( N.D., ILL. E. D. ) , August 13, 1954; Seventh Circuit Court of Appeals, 
November 7, 1967; and the Supreme Court of the United States, November 8, 1965. He is 
a member of the Cook County Bar Association, the National Bar Association and the Ju- 
dicial Council thereof. 

Judge M. W. Garnett was recognized as an expert in the field of Civil Rights in Indus- 
try under Title VII, Civil Rights Act of 1964. He was chief counsel in Bowe, Et. aL, vs. 
Colgate, Et. al., 416 F 2nd 711 ( 7th Cir. 1969 ), considered a landmark case. He has 
successfully appeared as Appellate and Trial Counsel in many other leading cases. He has 
appeared on the faculty of the Illinois Institute for Continuing Legal Education, at its Na- 
tional Labor Law Institute; and, also as a panel member on other Seminars concerning the 
impact of Title VII on State Laws and Industry. He has supplied the written material for 
these courses, which have been published in connection therewith. 

During his years of practice, Judge M. W. Garnett handled innumerable contested jury 
and non-jury cases. He appeared in numerous appeals before the Supreme Court of Illinois 
and the United States Court of Appeals for the Seventh Circuit. 

Judge M. W. Garnett served as a Special Assistant Attorney General, handling condem- 
nation matters; he also served as Guardian Ad Litem ( County Division ). 

A member of the Omega Psi Phi Fraternity ( 500 Chapters, more than 50,000 intiates ) , 
he is presently the Grand Basileus (National President), elected August, 1973, re-elected 
December of 1974 and presides over the Supreme Council ( Board of Directors ). 
He has been a Supreme Council member for the past 12 years, as First Vice Grand Basileus 
and also as Grand Counselor, after serving as National Chairman of several standing com- 
mittees. 

After making the requisite application, Judge M. W. Garnett was duly screened by the 
Chicago Bar Association and found qualified for the judiciary. Thereafter, having been se- 
lected by the Judge's Committee, as one of 26 candidates to fill 13 vacancies, he was 
elected an Associate Judge of the Circuit Court on March 12, 1974. He was duly inducted 
into such judgeship on April 1,1974 and is presently serving in the First Municipal Division.

She is a fine Cateress, 
she does it for money and pleasure. 

Mrs. Wells served the program as committee chairman for working girls at Carver Com. 
Center, White Plains, N.Y. 

Mrs. Wells is Past District Grand Most Noble Governor of Ind. of the Household of Ruth 
Lodge. Mrs. Wells is also one of the trustees of the local lodge. 

Mrs. Carroline B. Wells is a member of the Gilt Edge Baptist Church, J effersonville, Ind. 
At present Mrs. Wells is Site Director at the Gilt Edge Baptist Church for Title VII Nu- 
trition Program. 

Mrs. Wells has received awards from the N. A. A.C.P. and the West Chester Sympathy Or- 
chestra. When Mrs. Wells is not busy with her job, or working with the Freedom Fund of 
the N.A.A.C.P. she is at home with her daughter, Mrs. Katie Wells Lawson, and brother, 
Mr. John Bowyer. 

Mrs. Wells attended Addison College in Kentucky and taught school in the mountains of 
Kentucky. Mrs. Wells studied Nutrition during the World War II in Muncie, Ind. and also 
taught Nutrition. 

Mrs. Wells studied Civil Defense in White Plains, N.Y. and received a certificate from 
the mayor of that City. Mrs. Wells holds a Certificate in Recreation, Arts, Crafts and Man- 
agement from the N. Recreation Assoc. 




Mr. Jesse Bowyer went to work at Taylor High School, November 1, 1946. He is the 
only employee of Taylor High School who is still in the building. Mr. Bowyer received an 
award from Greater Clark School System in 1971 for 25 years of service to Education. He 
also received a reward from First Christian Church, Jeffersonville, Ind. for 25 years of 
devoted service in 1972. Mr. Bowyer is a member of Trinity Baptist Church, Jefferson- 
ville, Ind. When Mr. Bowyer is not at the Old Taylor Building he is at home with Kdna, 
and his six children and grand children who are just as close as his telephone.
